In his eight-month course, pa- 
tients are encouraged to stutter 
in a relaxed manner, then the 
victim’s fear of stuttering is at- 
tacked by having him go out and 
meet people-- supermarket clerks, 
policemen, theatre cashiers—-until 
he is no longer afraid to talk to 
people. 

Douglass’ classes up to date 

have shown that patients gain 
weight, their personalities change 
and their stuttering either has 
disappeared or become less se- 
vere, 
Research by the clinic has shown 
that an early disturbing incident 
can bring out a speech defect 
if a child ig already vulnerable. 
One stutterer claimed his stut- 
tering started at eight when his 
mother threatened to kill him 
for a child’s prank A child whose 
nervous system has been affected 
by long illness is vulnerable to 
stuttering: so are the fat child, 
the tall child or the child with 
any unsightly physical defect. 

Parents and school teachers 
often aggravate the condition by 
scolding or punishing th stutter- 
ihg child for his defect. Other 
children ridicule him. As an a- 
dult he is often avoided by other 
people because they’re embarras- 


sed by his agonizing attempts to . 


speak. Finally stuttering makes 
his whole life a torment: even 
his freedom of choice is affected. 
In a store he will order things he 
can pronounce, rather than things 
he wants. 


Parents can help their child- 


py home. “Then a child should 
be taken to a physican to rule out 
any possible physical cause’ of 
stuttering’ From then on nothing 
should be done--by word or ges- 
ture--to make him self-conscious 
about his speech. Don’t label him 
a stutterer or don't make him 
show off in company. When he 
speaks,. listen attentively.” 

The adult stutterer has gone 
too far and requires therapeutic 
treatment, such as that offered 
at the Toronto clinic, says Katz. 
And must expect to give months 
of effort, courage and determi- 
nation to getting rid of his afilic- 
ion. 

“But it’s worth every mirute, 
Katz quotes Ernest Douglass, 
whose stutter was once so bad 
that he was called “Yammering 


Douglass” but who finally cured 
himself.
